At the present time a farmer obtain- 


ing nitrate of soda must do so through 
the secretary of agriculture and must 
buy stamps. By handling nitrate of 
soda for Florida, the Exchange Sup- 
ply company believes that it would be 
able to help the consumer by cutting 
some of the red tape and would assist 
the government by relieving the agri- 
cultural department of much detail 
work. 


Correspondence regarding the mat- 


ter is being carried on through Sen 
ator Duncan U. Fletcher, Secretary 
of Agriculture Houston and

Wilkinson of Atlanta, who is in 
charge of the distribution of nitrate 
of soda in this territory.

Confused by mist, smoke and steam, 


Fred N. Holley, one of, tfie oldest and 
best known engineer* on the Flagler 
system, was struck by a switch en- 
gine in the railroad yards at an early 
hour last Friday morning, run over 
and almost instantly killed. When. 
struck down Mr. Holley fell- across 
the rail and the wheel* of the tender 
and engine passed over his body. 
crushing him through 'the chest and 
abdomen and crushing one arm. He 
lived but a few minutes after the 
fatal accident. 


The exact reason for the accident 


will never be known, but it is said 
that the engineer had been called to 
take train No. 38 to Jacksonville and 
was on his way from his home to 
board his engine. Between the freight 
and passenger stations engine No. 131 
on the steamer freight is said to have 
dropped some oil, which was burning; 
land the engineer had stopped near 
this'engine, whether to merely look 
at the fire,'or whether to attempt to 
put it out is not known. The switch 
engine was backing down on the ad- 
joining track and it is believed that 
Mr. Holley became confused in the 
mist, smoke and steam and did not 
see or hear the approaching engine. 


The announcement of the fatal ac- 


cident* caused a wave of sadness and 
sympathy for the bereaved relatives 
to spread over the city such as has 
not been experienced in years in New- 
Smyrna. 


Mr. Holley has been an engineer on 


the Florida East Coast railroad for 
nearly 15 years and during the most 
of that time has made this city hi* 
home. 
He came to this road from

Report Say* 2 Per Cent Interest Wa* Paid on Bond Fund* 


When 3 Per Cent Interact OB the Money Had 


Been Offend, 


At the meeting of the board of 


county commissioners held last week 
n DeLand, the report ot Assistant 
State Auditor M. C. Mclnttnh on the 
receipts and disbursements ot the 
hree special bond road districts in 
Volusla county, as made to Governor 
Catts, was read and ordered spread 
upon the minutes of the board. 


The report is dated December 


and is addressed to the governor of 
he state. Insofar as It refers to the 
New Smyrna special road and bridge 
district, the report reads as follows: 


Pursuant to your Instructions I 


made an examlnaloH of the- records 
and accounts of the special road and 
bridge districts of Volusia county, 
and beg to submit herewith my re- 
port on the same. 


There are three special road and 


bridge districts and their accounts 
have been carefully checked and bal- 
ance verified by calling on the banks 
n which deposits were made and se- 
uring statement of receipts and dis- 
mrsements for each district, showing 
,11 amounts handled, Including inter- 
ist and sinking funds to date. 
In the New Smyrna special road 
.nd bridge district notice of election. 
was. given September 7, 1915, and the 
otice recited with reference to ma- 
erial as follows:

The fires are being kindled and the political pot is be- 


ginning to simmer in various sections of the state. 
Dade coun- 


ty is starting things in the fourth congressional district, where 
Joe Sears will be up for re-nomination and re-election this 
year, by advancing the suggestion that the south end of the 
district is now entitled to the privilege of naming the repre- 
sentative in congress from this district. 
Recently the Miami 


papers have been forcing former State Senator F. M. Hudson 
into the limelight as a possible and probable candidate for Joe 
Sears' job, but the former senator says he won't run. 
Now 


they are pushing John W. Watson forward, and in this con- 
nection the Miami Metropolis has the following to say: 


"Regardless of whoever else may get Into the race tor congress from the 


fourth district this year, former State Senator Frederick M. Hudson de- 
clares that he is not and has no Intention of becoming a candidate in the 
primaries. 
It has been rumored lately that Oie Miami city attorney was a 


congressional possibility, and he has been urged by many friends to get into 
the race, but Mr. Hudson'* position is that he has no present political am- 
bitions and is not likely to be a candidate for office of any kind. 


"The self-elimination of Mr. Hudson from the list of possible congres- 


sional candidates leaves Mayor John W. Watson alone In the field of Dade 
county possibilities for that office that so far have been discussed, and there 
is a growing belief that the mayor would welcome an opportunity to change 
his official residence to the District of Colombia and have his mall addressed 
to the house of representative*. 


"So far the mayor has made no announcement of hi* political purposes, 


and even his friends are In disagreement as to whether his plans are to 
get into the race for congress this year, or to train for the, gubernatorial 
campaign 


"There is an unorganised but general sentiment throughout the citrus 


belt which may lead to a demand for a south Florida man for governor to 
succeed the present incumbent of that office, and it is believed in some 
quarters that Mr. Watson may consider himself the man upon whom South 
rioridians may agree as their best hope for obtaining the political and 
legislative recognition 
that 
heretofore 
has been denied them from 


Tallahassee. 


"For the same reason, rather than because of any strong personal op- 


position to Representative W. J. Sears, there is a strong belief among many 
of the voters in the lower end of the fourth district that this part of the 
state should have representation in congress, while locally the belief fast 
rystallzing into conviction 1* that the next congressman from this district 
ihould come from Dade county. 


"Probabilities that the Fanners' Nonpartlsan league may take a part in 


his year's campaigns in Florida suggests that government ownership of rail- 
roads, which is part of the program of that organization, is likely to be forced 
0 the front as a live issue In the primaries, and that any candidates who 
offer themselve for nomination are reasonably certain to be asked to de-

ngln Such district. The vote «t such 
election shall be-three-fifths for en- 
oroeaient of ttjcli law. -otherwise the 
proposition Is lost In order 'that the 
exact terms of the law may be under- 
tood clearly. Its main features are 
given below. 


1. Children between the ages of 


8 and 14, inclusive,1 are required to at- 
tend.

3. Manner ot attendance: The 80

In the scorch for substitutes for live 


stock food a German scientist made 
analytical tests of materials suggested 
for the purpose. He found dried rhu- 
barb leaves better than hay as a fodder 
for hogs; kelp may be fed to cattle 
and pigs, but it has little nutritive 
value; ground stranr, which Is selling 
at from 28 to 50 marks the quintal, Is 
not good for any animal, nor are 
ground pea pods. He advises against 
cornstalks and cobs. 
The seeds of 


beets are nutritive, those of parsley 
too exciting, those of raisins, If ground 
before the oil Is extracted, are as good 
as hay. Oil cakes made from beech 
or other nnts are excellent for cattle.

Regardless of whoever else may get into the race tor congress from the 


fourth district this year, former State Senator Frederick M. Hudson de- 
clares that be is not and has no Intention of becoming a candidate in the 
primaries. 
It has been rumored lately that the Miami city attorney was a 


congressional possibility, and he has been urged by many friends to get into 
the race, but Mr. Hudson's position is that he has no present political am- 
bitions and is not likely to be a candidate for office of any kind. 


•The self-elimination of Mr. Hudson from the list of possible congres- 


sional candidates leaves Mayor John W. Watson alone in the field of Dade 
county possibilities for that office that so far have been discussed, and there 
is a growing belief that the mayor would welcome an opportunity to change 
his official residence to the District of Columbia and have his mall addressed 
to the house of representatives. 


"So far the mayor has made no announcement of his political purposes, 


and even his friends are in disagreement as to whether his plans are to 
get Into the race for congress this year, or to train for the. gubernatorial 
campaign 


"There is an unorganised but general sentfment throughout the citrus 


belt which may lead to a demand for a south Florida man for governor to 
succeed the present incumbent of tbat office, and it is believed in some 
quarters that Mr. Watson may consider himself the man upon whom South 
noridians may agree as their best hope for obtaining the political and 
legislative recognition 
that 
heretofore 
has been denied them from 


Tallahassee. 


"For the same reason, rather than because of any strong personal op- 


position to Representative W. J. Sears, there is a strong belief among many 
of the voters in the lower end of the fourth district that this part of the 
state should have representation In congress, while locally the belief fast 
crystalizlng into conviction is that the next congressman from this district 
should come from Dade county. 


"Probabilities that the Farmers' Nonpartlsan league may take a part In 


this year's campaigns in Florida suggests that government ownership of rail- 
roads, which is part of the program of that organization, is likely to be forced 
to the front as a live issue In the primaries, and that any candidates who 
offer themselve for nomination are reasonably certain to be asked to de- 
clare themselves on this subject 
It Is said, too, that government ownership 


generally favored by the labor unions, which are strongly entrenched 


throughout the fourth district, and that both the'worklngmen and farmers 
may be somewhat persistent In wanting to know how the next member from

Stock Food Substitute*. 


In the search for substitutes for live 


stock food a German scientist made 
analytical tests of materials suggested 
for the purpose. He found dried rhu- 
barb leaves better than hay as a fodder 
for hogs; kelp may be fed to cattle 
and pigs, but It has little nutritive 
value; ground stranr, which Is selling 
at from 2S to 50 marks the quintal, Is 
not good for any animal, nor are 
ground pea pods. He advises against 
cornstalks and cobs. 
The seeds of 


beets are nutritive, those of parsley 
too exciting, those of raisins, If ground 
before the oil Is extracted, are as good 
as hay. Oil cakes made from beech 
or other nuts are excellent for cattle.
